44  an  amendment  of  the  federal  coftitution,  fo  as  to  author- 
ize and  empower  the  congrefs  of  the  United  States  to  pais 
a  law  whenever  they  may  deem  it  expedient  to  prevent  the 
further  importation  of  flaves  from  any  o£the  Weft-India  111- 
anas,  from  the  coaft  of  Africa,  or  elfewhere,  into  the  Uni- 
ted States  or  any  part  thereof :"  Alfo  a  letter  from  the 
governor  of  Kentucky  with  certain  refolutions  of  the  legis- 
lature of  the  ftate  of  Kentucky,  propofing  4t  fuch  an  amend- 
ment to  the  conftitution  of  the  United  States  as  will  con- 
fine the  judiciary  power  of  the  courts  of  the  United  States 
to  cafes  in  law  and  equity  arifing  under  the  conftitution  and 
laws  of  the  United  States,  and  treaties  made,  or  which 
fhall  be  made  under  their  authority :  cafes  affecting  Am- 
bafladors,  other  public  minifters  and  confuls  ;  cafes  of  ad- 
miralty and  maritime  jurisdictions  ;  controversies  to  which 
the  United  States  fhall  be  a  party  \  to  controversies  between 
two  or  more  ftates  :" — and  alfo  refolutions  of  the  legiflature 
of  Peunfylvania  approving  of  the  faid  propofed  amendment 
by  the  legiflature  of  Kentucky,  and  uniting  in  requeuing 
the  concurrence  and  co- operation  of  the  legiflature  of  the 
ftate  of  New-Jerfey  to  procure  the  laid  amendment  reflec- 
ting the  judiciary  power  of  the  courts  of  the  United  States, 

Two  hundred  and  fifty  (hares  of  ftock  in  the  Newark 
turnpike  company  were  fubfcribed  in  behalf  of  this  ftate, 
and  the  monies  appropriated,  drawn  from  the  treafury  con- 
formable to  the  directions  of  the  acts  palled  for  this  purpofe 
by  the  laft  legiflature. 

The  right  of  this  ftate  in  the  Newark  banking  and  infu- 
fance  company,  has  been  transferred  for  one  thoufand  five. 
hundred  and  thirty  dollar^  advance  ;  and  after  the  deduc- 
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tion  of  advertifing  in  the  eight  ntwfpapers  in  this  (late* 
and  in  one  of  the  newfpapers  of  New-York,  the  balance 
one  thoufand  four  hundred  and  eighty-two  dollars,  has  been 
paid  to  the  treafurer  of  this  itate. 

A  copy  of  the  laws  and  three  copies  of  the  journals  of 
fenate  and  of  the  houfe  of  reprefentatives  of  the  fecond 
iefTion  ef  the  eighth  congrefs  :  Six  o&avo  volumes  of  the 
late  revifed  laws  of  Penniylvania,  and  a  copy  of  the  late 
acts  of  the  legiflature  of  Connecticut  and  North-Carolina, 
have  been  received,  and  are  depofked  in  your  library. 

Altho'  there  is  no  provifion  bv  law  for  annual  returns  of 
the  militia  to  be  made  to  the  legiflature  ;  yet  I  take  the  lib- 
erty to  fubinit  to  yout  infpeclion  and  consideration,  a  gen- 
eral return  of  the  militia  of  New-Jerfey,  made  to  me  by 
adjutant  general  Hunt,,  for  the  current  year,  by  which  it  is 
prefumed,  you  will  be  convinced  of  the  necefiity  of  fome 
amendments  being  made  in  the  prefent  militia  laws  of  this 
ftate.

*'  ihg — that  they  then  had  in  hand  a  large  fum  of  money  a~ 
44  riling  from  fuch  fale,  and  that  there  were  no  demands  be- 
"  fore  them  unfatisfied,  and  praying  directions  for  their  fu~ 
»  '  ture  government  in  the  faid  balinefs." 

Your  committee  further  report  that  on  the  twenty-fecond 
dzf  of  Nov'r  1780  Lord  Stirling  applied  to  the  Affembly  of 
this  (late  to  know  whether  they  would  liquidate  his  account 
of  depreciation  of  pay  ;  and  that  after  various  deliberations! 
of  both  branches  of  the  Legislature  at  different  feffions  it 
was  refolved  by  the  Houfe  on  the  1  Nov'r  1781  and  con- 
curred in  by  Council  on  the  27  Doc'r  1781,  "  that  Lord 
"  Stirling  was  authorized  and  entitled  to  receive  the  depre- 
u  ciation  on  his  eftablifhed  pay  agreeably  to  the  fame  prin- 
"  ciples  and  regulations  as  had  been  adopted  and  eftablifh- 
ct  ed  for  the  troops  of  the  ftate  in  the  Service  of  the  United 
44  States  ;"  and  that  in  purfuance  of  faid  refolution  the  cer- 
tificate of  which  payment  is  now  demanded  for  three  fourths 
ef  the  depreciation  of  his  pay  was  iffued  to  Lord  Stirling  on 
the  3 1  day  of  Dec'r  178 1,  payable  in  three  years,  with  in- 
tereil  at  fix  per  cent  from  the  ift  of  Auguft  1780 — The  re- 
maining fourth,  amounting  to  £534.1.6  1-2  with  intereli  a- 
mounting  to  £48.1,  1  1-4  was  paid  in  cafh  to  Lord  Stirling 
on  the  ift  Feb'y  1782  as  appears  by  accounts  in  the  office 
of  the  Treafurer  of  this  ftate-—- 

And  yosr  committee  further  report  that  before  this  faid 
certificate  became  payable  Lord  Stirling  died— -That  a  few- 
months  before  his  death  he  gave  it  to  his  wife  Lady  Stirl- 
ing who  fome  time  in  the  year  1785  prefented  it  for  pay- 
ment to  James  Mote  the  then  Treafurer  of  this  Mate — and 
that  payment  was  refufed  by  the  faid  James  Mofct  under  the 
irnprefiion  that  the  livid  bond  might  be  fet  off  againft  the  cer- 
tificate.

of  the  port  of  Jersey,  and  of  the  Hudson  river  up  to  high- 
water  mark,  along  the  whole  extent  of  the  Jersey  shore. 

"  There  has  been  placed  in  your  library  since  the  last  ses- 
sion j — a  copy  of  the  laws  and  three  conies  of  the  journals  cf 
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the  Senate  and  of  the  House  of  Representative  of  the  first 
session  of  the  ninth  congress  of  the  United  States  : — a  vol- 
ume containing  the  revised  code  of  North-Carolina,  and  the 
laws  of  said  state  passed  in  1785  : — a  copy  of  the  laws  in 
Enghshand  French  of  the  territory  of  Orleans  : — the  public 
laws  of  the  state  of  Rhode-Island,  passed  from  May  1802,  to 
June  1806,  and  the  acts  of  the  last  legislature  ot  the  state  of

That  the  constitution  having  provided  that  citizens  of  etch 
state  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  and  immunities  of 
citizens  in  the  several  states,  that  to  secure  this  inestimable 
provision  from  evasion  it  appears  accessary  that  its  construe-. 
tionbe  committed  to  tribunals  the  least  likely  to  be  biassed 
by  local  interest  or  the  lea<?t  influenced  by  local  attachments. 

In  all  controversies  wherein  citizens  or  subjects  of  foreign 
nations  maybe  concerned,  and  which  a  denial  or  perversion 
of  justice  may  by  the  laws  of  nations  be  deemed  a  just  cause 
oi  war,  it  follows  as  a  natural  consequence  that  the  decision 
can  only  be  confided  with  safety  to  those  tribunals  which 
are  responsible  to  the  people  bv  impeachment  by  their  repre-

aentallves  in  congress  for  any- such  denial  or  perversion  by 
which  the  pease  of  the  United  States  may  be  endangered. 

It  is  reasonable  to  believe  that  the  uniformity  of  decisions 
in  the  federal  couris  will  be  far  more  likely  to  preserve  tran- 
quility in  our  foreign  relations  than  the  contrary  and  jarring 
opinions  of  state  judiciaries  however  respectable.  From 
such  uniformity  the  citizens  of  the  several  states  mav  con- 
fidently expect  the  most  perfect  security  to  their  property; 
an  advantage  which  will  amply  compensate  for  the  inconven- 
iencies  which  may  be  sustained  by  any  particular  state. 

From  these  considerations  and  the  danger  to  be  appre- 
hended from  frequent  changes  of  the  constitution,  which  in 
the  opinion  of  the  committee  can  only  be  justified  by  the 
most  evident  and  urgent  necessity,  they  deem  it  inexpedient 
to  assent  to  the  proposed  amendment,  and  submit  the  follow- 
ing resolution. 

Resolved,  That  the  governor  be  requested  to  write  to  the 
executives  of  each  state  in  the  Union  and  inform  them  of 
the  determination  of  the  legislature  of  this  state  on  the  sub- 
ject of  the  proposed  amendment. 

Which  report  was  read  and  agreed  to  by  the  house.

Mr  Westcott,  from  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred 
the  bill  entitled  An  act  to  enforce  the  collection  of  arrearages 
of  taxes  due  from  the  counties  of  Sussex  and  Monmouth 
with  instructions  to  report  to  the  house  a  statement  of  facts 
respecting  the  same,  report, 

That  on  examination  of  the  treasurer's  books  it  appears 
that  the  principal  of  the  sum  for  which  judgment  was  obtain- 
ed by  the  state  treasurer  against  John  Armstrong  late  col- 
lector of  the  county  ot  Sussex,  in  the  Supreme  court  at  Feb- 
ruary teim  1802,  has  been  fully  discharged  since  the  report 
of  the  bill  which  has  been  referred  to  your  committee — and 
that  the  further  sum  of  §  981  92,  has  also  been  paid  since 
that  time  into  the  treasury  by  Mr.  Armstrong  on  account  of 
the  arrearages  of  taxes  due  by  the  county  of  Sussex  to  the 
state,  leaves  the  halance  of  arrearages  now  due  the  state 
from  the  county  of  Sussex,  as  appears  by  the  treasurer's 
books,  to  be  $  2895  IT.     These  arrearages  have  arisen  from 
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the  non  payment  of  taxes  due  January  1,  1783,  January  1, 
1784,  and  December  1,  1785. 

Your  committee  further  report,  that  by  the  treasurer's 
books  it  appears  that  there  still  remains  due  from  the  county 
of  Monmouth  to  the  state  a  deficiency  of  tax  payable  Octo- 
ber 1,  1783,  amounting  to  g  2928  34  and  a  deficiency  of  tax 
payable  January  1,  1784  amounting  to  S  3908  00  making  in 
the  whole  an  arrearage  of  gj  6836  34. 

Your  committee  find  on  examination  of  the  records  of  the 
supreme  court  that  a  suit  was  instituted  by  James  Mott,  esq. 
treasurer  of  the  state  of  New- Jersey  against  Kenneth  Han- 
kinson,  esq.  late  collector  of  Monmouth  for  £  16,114  16  0 
which  Came  to  trial  at  the  bar  of  said  court  in  May  term  1 802, 
when  a  verdict  was  found  for  the  defendant,  with  six  cents 
cost. 

It  also  appears  that  February  22,  1800  a  bill  in  chancery- 
was  filed  by  Kenneth  Hankinson  against  the  board  of  chosen 
freeholders  of  the  county  of  Monmouth  and  James  Mott  late 
treasurer  of  the  state  of  New-Jersey,  which  bill  was  dismiss- 
ed with  costs,  Sept  16,  1801 — but  that  neither  the  bill  an- 
swers  or  any  other  papers  relating  to  the  cause  can,  on  the 
most  careful  examination  be  found  on  the  files. 

Which  report  was  read  and  ordered  a  second  reading.

(A.)— A  letter  from  the  governor  of  Kentucky  with  res- 
olutions of  the  general  assembly  of  that  'state,  expressive  of 
entire  confidence  in  the  present  administration  of  the  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States. 

(B.) — The  proposed  amendment  to  the  constitution  of  the 
United  States,  by  the  general  assembly  of  Kentucky,  to  re- 
strain the  judiciary  power  of  the  United  States  in  certain, 
cases  ;  being  approved  by  the  general  assemblv  of  the  state 
©f  Delaware,  has  been  received  from  the  governor  of  Dela- 
ware, with  a  request  that  the  same  may  be  la)d  before  the 
legislature  of  New- Jersey  for  concurrence, 

(C.) — A  proposed  amendment  to  the  constitution  of  the 
United  States,  by  the  general  assembly  of  Maryland  res- 
pecting the  prohibition  of  the  importation  of  slaves  into  the 
United  States. 

(D.)— The  order  of  the  general  assembly  of  the  sixth  of 
November  last,  relative  to  the  resolutions  of  the  legislatures 
ef  Pennsylvania,  Georgia  and  Kentucky  has  been  obeyed. 
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An  exemplified  copy  of  the  act  of  the  21strofNovem 
ber  last  "  concerning  the  eastern  boundary"  of  this  state  was 
transmitted  to  the  governor  of  New -York :  and  although  the 
legislature  of  the  state  of  New  -York  passed  an  act  appoint- 
ing commissioners  to  meet  the  commissioners  of  New- Jer- 
sey, j^et  the  same  has  not  been  officially  announced  to  the 
executive  of  this  state  :  there  has  been,  however,  a  meeting 
of  the  commissioners  of  both  states,  without  effecting  any 
final  agreement  as  to  the  exercise  of  the  several  jurisdictions 
and  claims  of  territory  of  the  respective  states. 

(E.) — The  monies  arising  from  military  fines,  forfeitures 
and  exemptions  paid  into  the  treasury  of  this  state,  not  being 
sufficient  to  make  appropriations  for  the  purchase  of  arms  ; 
a  board  of  general  officers  has  not  been  convened  ;  the  re- 
port of  the  treasurer  therefore  on  this  subject  is  made  for 
the  inspection  of  the  legislature. 

(F.) — The  instructions  given  to  the  Quarter- Master- Gen- 
eral of  this  state,  respecting  sundry  pieces  of  cannon,  offer- 
ed by  the  secretary  at  war  of  the  United  States  to  this  state, 
— and  relative  to  the  purchase  of  field-artillery  ;  with  the 
Quarter- Master- General's  several  reports  thereon  are  sub- 
mitted to  the  legislature,  in  order  that  the  supply  of  field- 
pieces  for  the  artillery  companies  in  this  state,  may  receive 
that  consideration,  which  this  important  object  demands. 

(G.  H.) — A  return  of  the  militia  of  this  state  for  the  cur- 
rent year;  and  a  detail  of  the  militia  now  in  requisition  by 
order  of  the  president  of  the  United  States. 

iC  The  laws  of  the  first  session  of  the  ninth  congress,  have 
been  received  and  delivered  to  the  treasurer  for  distribution. 
A  copy  of  the  laws  of  the  journals  of  the  senate  and  of  the 
house  of  representatives  of  the  United  States  of  the  second 
session  of  the  ninth  congress  :  of  the  acts  of  the  last  sessions 
of  the  legislatures  of  Connecticut,  Pennsylvania,  North-Caro- 
lina, Ohio  and  Kentucky  are  placed  inthe  library  of  the  state* 
JOSEPH  BLGOMFIELD." 

Which  communication  and  the  accompanying  documents, 
were  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table.

That  in  October  1783  and  first  of  January  1784,  a  defi- 
ciency of  £  2930  became  evident  on  the  books  of  the  conti- 
nental receiver  against  the  said  county  of  Monmouth,  That 
by  an  act  of  the  legislature  passed  28th  November  1789,  the 
treasurer  of  this  state  was  authorized  to  charge  the  said 
county  with  the  said  balance  or  deficiency  and  proceed  to 
recover  the  same.  That  this  act  was  immediately  complied 
with  so  far  as  to  make  the  county  of  Monmouth  debtor  for 
the  above  sum  on  the  books  of  the  treasury. 

That  Kenneth  Hankinson  esq.  was  appointed  county  col- 
lector in  1778  and  continued  to  1786  and  no  longer. 

That  on  an  examination  of  the  records  of  the  supreme  court, 
we  find  in  April  term  1792  an  action  was  instituted  by  James 
jVlott,  esq.  then  treasurer  of  the  state  of  New-Jersey  against 
said  Kenneth  Hankinson  as  late  collector  of  said  county  of 
Monmouth  for  ^13,1 14.  16.  0.  which  came  to  trial  at  the 
bar  of  said  court  in  May  term  1802,  when  a  verdict  was 
rendered  for  the  defendant  with  six  cents.  That  on  the  3d 
June  1793,  11th  February  1794, 12th  May  and  on  the  26th 
December  of  the  same  year,  divers  suras  wrere  paid  by  said 
county  of  Monmouth  and  credited  on  the  books  of  the  treas 
ury 'reducing  the  balance  or  deficiency  to  £6836,34  cents, 
without  taking  any  interest  into  the  account— -which  balance 
or  deficiency  has  been  carried  forward  against  the  said  coun- 
ty on  the  said  books  of  the  treasury  from  year*  to  year  until 
the  present  time.

That  on  the  23d  day  of  December  1S©1,  the  govern- 
or issued  a  special  commission  under  the  great  seal  of  the 
stats  to  Jabez  Parkhurst  appointing  him  clerk  of  the  court 
of  coaunon  pleas  and  general  quarter  sessions  of  the  pease  in 
the  room  of  the  said  Aaron  Ogdcn  disqualified  by  law  :  and 
that  the  said  Jabez  Parkhurst  thereupon  took  the  oath  of 
office  required  by  law  to  execute  the  duties  of  the  same. 
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9th.  That  the  said  Jabez  Parkhurst  demanded  bafore  wit- 
nesses possession  of  the  books  and  papers  belonging  to  the 
said  office  of  Wm  Chetwood,  esq.  who  then  held  the  same 
under  the  said  Aaron  Ogden,  esq.  and  had  for  a  number  of 
years  previous  thereto  performed  most  of  the  duties  of  the 
said  office — but  was  refused  the  possession  by  the  said  Wm. 
Chetwood  and  afterwards  by  the  said  Aaron  Ogden,  esq.  in 
a  letter  from  him  to  the  said  Willliam  Chetwood — the  said 
Aaron  Ogden  being  then  at  the  city  of  Washington  attending 
the  senate  of  the  United  States  as  a  member. 

10th.  That  in  the  court  of  common  pleas  and  general 
quarter  sessions  of  the  peace  for  the  county  of  Essex  of  the 
term  of  January  1802,  the  said  Jabez  Parkhurst  w  as  opposed 
in  the  execution  of  the  duties  of  his  said  office  by  the  said 
Aaron  Ogden  who  had  left  the  senate  while  in  session,  and 
appearing  then  and  there  in  court  demanded  the  right  of 
exercising  said  office  of  clerk — by  which  said  Parkhurst  was 
compelled  to  employ  counsel  to  defend  the  same  or  forfeit 
the  confidence  of  the  constituted  authority  of  the  state  under 
which  he  had  been  commissioned. 

11th.  That  after  considerable  altercation  and  argument 
before  the  said  court  of  common  pleas,  the  judges  of  the 
said  court  refused  to  determine  who  should  be  considered

Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  military  fund 
In  the  treasury  at  the  time  of  the  robbery,  ought  to  bear  its 
proportion  of  the  loss  sustain  =d  thereby,  which  will  reduce  it 
to  S  9205  14,  which  sum,  together  with  the  military  fines, 
forfeitures  and  exemptions  since  paid  into  the  treasury,  they 
conceive  the  board  of  general  officers  fully  authorized  by 
the  15th  section  of  the  militia  law  passed  27th  Nov.  1306, 
to  apply  to  the  purchase  of  muskets  and  bayonets.

The  Address  as  thus  agreed  to,  was  in  the  following 
words : 

TO  THOMAS  JEFFERSON, 

PRESIDENT     OF     TEE     UNITED    STATESo 

•Sir, 

The  representatives  of  the  people  of  New- Jersey  in  legis- 
lature convened,  animated  with  sentiments  of  attachment 
and  esteem  for  the  general  government,  conceive  it  their 
duty  at  this  eventful  moment,  to  express  their  confidence 
and  approbation  of  those  who  have  so  ably  directed  its  coun- 
cils, amidst  the  storms  which  agitate  and  convulse  the  civil" 
ized  world. 

We  have  to  lament,  that  the  faithful  pursuit  of  a  dignified 
neutrality  has  proved  inadequate  to  secure  us  from  the  in- 
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salts  and  injuries  of  those  nations,  whose  true  interests 
would  be  best  promoted  by  cultivating  a  good  understanding 
with  us. 

The  experience  of  other  nations  as  well  as  our  own,  has 
long  since  convinced  us,  that  the  rights  of  a  neutral  nation 
present  but  a  feeble  barrier  to  British  madness  and  ambition. 
That  nation  which  openly  avows  to  the  world,  that "  she  can 
no  longer  distinguish  between  neutrals  and  enemies"  be- 
comes professedly  and  intentionally  the  open  and  avowed 
enemy  of  every  nation  at  peace. — This  language,  tho7  ad- 
dressed to  the  Danes,  speaks  with  equal  solemnity  to  us,  in 
the  prophetic  voice  of  warning,  "  be  ye  also  ready." — Th« 
forbearance  which  is  dictated  by  policy  and  humanity  has  its 
limits.  When  the  voice  of  justice  is  disregarded — when 
injuries  instead  of  being  redressed,  are  aggravated  by  new 
wrongs — wh.m  our  peaceful  citizens  are  murdered  in  our 
harbors  and  on  our  coasts — when  a  dishonorable  submission 
to  habitual  wrongs,  or  an  appeal  to  the  unprofitable  but  de- 
cisive arbitrament  of  the  sword,  is  arrogantly  prescribed  as 
the  only  alternative  ;  every  honorable  sentiment  which  ren- 
ders the  name  of  freemen  dear  to  our  hearts,  forbids  us  to 
pause  in  such  a  choice.  Our  citizens  with  an  unanimity  before 
unknown,  are  ready  to  obey  the  first  summons  of  their  coun- 
try- Their  hearts  are  already  consecrated  to  its  service, 
arid  their  lives  and  fortunes  will  be  offered  on  the  altar  of 
its  independence.  But  the  confidence  which  we  feel  in  the 
government  of  our  country,  forbids  us  not  only  to  anticipate, 
but  induces  us  to  repose  with  full  reliance,  en  the  wisdom 
which  may  direct  its  find  determination. 

Adverting  to  our  domestic  concerns,  we  are  happy  to  ob- 
serve so  many  causes  for  mutual  felicitation.  The  defeat  of 
a  dangerous  conspiracy,  menacing  for  a  time  our  peace  and 
unity  is  not  among  the  least.  That  a  conspiracy  so  exten- 
sive, so  organized,  should  be  defeated  by  the  arm  of  the 
civil  authority,  without  shedding  a  drop  of  blood,  is  a  phe- 
nomenon in  the  history  of  conspiracies  : — and  the  universal 
detestation  of  its  authors,  abettors  and  voluntary  defenders^ 
is  a  happy  demonstration  of  the  attachment  of  the  peoplr^ 
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both  to  the  principles  of  our  government,  and  the  persons 
whom  they  have  chosen  to  administer  it. 

We  derive  much  satisfaction  also  from  a  review  of  the 
flourishing  state  of  our  finances.  That  an  enormous  debt, 
threatening  to  crush  by  its  cumbrous  weight  the  growing 
onergies  of  our  country,  should  be  suddenly  arrested  and 
reduced  in  the  compass  of  a  few  years,  to  an  amount  com- 
paratively small,  with  the  fairest  prospects  of  its  utter  ex- 
tinction— is  afaet,  which  has  scarcely  a  parallel  in  the  history 
of  finance,  and  can  be  explained  only  by  that  patriotic  sys- 
tem of  economy,  which  has  formed  so  distinguished  a  fea- 
ture of  the  administration. 

Before  we  conclude  this  address,  permit  us  to  take  notice 
of  a  subject  in  which  we  feel  particularly  interested.  '■  We  al- 
lude to  your  supposed  intention  of  declining  the  service  of 
your  country  as  chief  magistrate  at  the  approaching  election. 
We  should  sincerely  regret  such  a  determination.  How- 
ever laudable  may  be  the  example,  of  declining  the  highest 
honors  of  the  state,  however  inviting  may  be  the  charms  of 
retirement  to  a  mind  borne  down  by  concerns  of  the  first 
magnitude — we  trust,  the  best  interests  of  your  countrv  will 
yet  guide  your  determination.  The  nation  have  a  claim  to 
the  services  of  their  most  enlightened  and  experienced 
statesmen.  We  hope  that  private  considerations  will  yield 
to  the  public  good  ;  and  that  the  best  interests  of  the  state 
may  not  be  hazarded  by  a  conflict  of  rival  pretensions  at  this 
eventful  moment. 

With  warmest  wishes  fcr  the  peace  and  prosperity  of  our 
beloved  country,  and  the  promotion  of  your  individual  happi- 
stess,  we  bid  you  adieu. 

Ordered,  That  the  speaker  do  sign  said  address. 

Ordered,  That  the  clerk  do  carry  said  address  to  council, 
inform  them  that  it  has  been  agreed  to  by  this  house,  and 
request  their  concurrence  in  the  same  ;  and  further,  if  the 
said  address  should  be  concurred  in  by  council,  that  the  pre- 
sident of  council  would  forward  tho  same  to  tho  President 
of  the  United  States, 


1  he  bill  to  defray  sundry  incidental  charges,  was  read  a 
second  time,  considered  by  section,  and  ordered  to  be  en- 
grossed. 

The  said  bill  being  soon  after  brought  in  en  grossed  ,  was 
read  a  third  time  and  compared. 

On  the  question,  shall  this  bill  pass  ? 

It  was  carried  unanimously  in  the  affirmative. 

Ordered,  That  the  speaker  do  sign  said  bill. 

Ordered,  That  the  clerk  do  carry  said  bill  to  council,  in- 
form them  that  it  has  been  passed  by  this  house,  and  request 
their  concurrence  therein* 

Resolved,  That  the  cierk  of  the  supreme  court  and  the  sec- 
retary of  state  are  hereby  respectively  directed  to  procure  to 
be  done  such  repairs  to  their  respective  offices  as  they  shall 
deem  necessary  for  securing  from  fire  and  otherwise  safe 
keeping  of  the  public  records  ;  and  they  are  hereby  request- 
ed to  lay  their  accounts  of  money  for  this  purpose  expended 
before  the  legislature  at  their  next  sitting. 

Ordered^  That  the  clerk  request  eke  concurrence  of  coun- 
cil to  said  resolution. 

The  report  on  the  application  of  John  J Firth,  esq.  was 
called  up  and  disagreed  to  ;  whereupon, 

Ordered,  That  the  petitioner  have  leave  to  withdraw  his 
papers. 

The  bill  entitled  An  act  to  divorce  Elizabeth  Bunnell  from 
her  husband  James  Bunnell  was  called  up  and  postponed  to 
next  sitting  of  the  legislature, 

A  message  from  council  by  Mr  Linn  their  secretary  in- 
formed the  house  that  council  have  passed  the  bill  emitted 
An  act  for  the  transfer  of  the  right  of  the  state  of  New-Jer- 
sey to  subscribe  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  Jersey  bank,  and 
the  bill  authorizing  the  justices  of  the  supreme  court  to  ap- 
point commissioners* to  take  special  bail,  and  to  administer 
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paths  and  affirmations  in  causes  depending  in  the  said  court ; 
severally  without  amendment.  Also,  that  council  have  con- 
curred in  the  resolution  relative  to  the  transfer  o<  certain 
stock  standing  in  the  name  of  James  Mott,  esq.  on  the  books 
of  the  commissioner  of  loans. 

Likewise,  that  council  have  passed  a  resolution  respecting 
the  library  of  the  state  j  to  which  they  request  the  concur- 
rence of  this  house. 

Which  resolution  was  read  and  agreed  t©  in  the  following 
words,  viz. 

Resolved,  That  the  secretary  of  council  and  clerk  of  the 
house  of  assemblv,  cause  six  complete  setts  oft'  >  pamphlets 
of  laws,  votes  an  J  journals  to  be  bound  in  boards  in  volumes 
of  convenient  sizes  and  lettered  ;  and  that  they  cause  all  the 
books  of  the  library  belonging  to  the  legislature  to  be  num- 
bered and  placed  in  good  and  correct  order,  so  that  they  may 
be  of  ready  access  to  the  members  during  the  sessions. 

A  message  from  council  by  Mr  Linn  their  secretary  in- 
formed the  house  that  council  had  agreed  to  the  resolution 
from  this  house  relative  to  repairing  the  office  of  the  secre- 
tary ot  state  and  that  of  the  supreme  court. 

The  house  adjourned  to  half  past  seven  o'clock  to-morrow 
morning. 


SATURDAY,  December  5, 1807. 
Half  past  seven  o'clock.. ..The  house  met. 


A  message  from  council  by  Mr  Linn  their  secretary,  in* 
formed  the  house,  that  council  had  passed  the  bill  entitled 
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An  act  t©  defray  incidental  charges,  without  amendment ; 
also,  that  council  had  concurred  in  the  address  from  the 
house  to  the  president  of  the  United  States* 

The  house  rose  without  day.
